TO BE, COMBINED 
IN REQUIREMENT 


Will Be. Grouped In 
One Five-Hour 


_* Course ; 

NO TEXT BOOKS: 

The soctal life of the western 
world will be traced in the social 
science course for freshmen un- 
der the new curriculum which is 
effective next fall, according to a 
description given a Gateway re- 
porter this week in an interview 
with Dr. Claude Stimson, associate 
.professor of economics. 

A five-hour course like the Hu- 
manities requirement to be offered 
by the arts group under Dr. T. C. 
Pollock, the social science course 
will give all.freshmen a footing 
in history, sociology, and  eco- 
nomics. There will be three lec- 
ture hours per week, one group 
class period, and one individual 
conference.’ - : 

“The course will follow the de- 
velopment of sociai life throughout 
the span of western civilization,” 
said Dr. Stimson. “It will begin 
with ‘the Greek era, go through 
the history of the Middle Ages, 
review. the European history of 
modern times, and sum up present 
social and economic . conditions. 

Wide Library Reading 

“Whether or not the course in 
modern Iuropean history will be 
offered as at present I am not 
certain, .If we can get enough 
Buropean history in the general 
social science requirement we will 
not include the usual first year 
history course at all. American 
history will be in the schedule 
as a sophomore course.” 

The entire preparation for the 
course will be library reading. 
There will be no text books, but 
brary’ books .that are required 
will be increased in number s0 
that: there will be no conflict 
among students in obtaining them. 

Dr. Stimson expects an attend- 
ance of 200 in the lecture division 
of the freshman social science 
course.

EVER before in the history of

The Student’ “Council has in- 
cluded one provision ‘ which The 
Gateway believes should be de- 
leted immediately—the provision 
which permits the council to se- 
lect only two candidates to run 
for each office. This means that 
the council can virtually control 
every election on the campus, 


This is undemocratic and is as 
near Hitlerism as anything on the 
campus could possibly be. The 
student body will have no control 
over the nominees, for if a can- 
didate is unable to secure the 
council’s endorsement, he will not 
be placed on the ballot, ‘ 


The Gateway feels ‘that the pro- 
vision will not work successfully 
and will only cause a great deal 
of hard feoling, Candidates who 
are not placed on the ballot, and 
there will be many of them, will 
charge the council with belhg 
dominated by a clique. Whether 
{t would be true or not, it will 
be difftcult to convince the can- 
didate, whose name is deleted, and 
his friends, that he haa not been 
the victim of unfair tactics. 


According to the amended con- 
Gtitution, the committee which fs 
to be appointed by the council 
president to receive the appiica- 
tlene of candidates need not be 
members of the student council. 
There to nothing ta the ameaded 
constitution io prohibit the pres 
dent from appointing persous sot 
even connected with the univer. 
oity. Of course, thie never will be
